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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has canceled claim 5 and incorporated 
its limitation "non fogging" into claims 1 and 4. Applicant argues that neither the reference of Nelson nor Moorman appear to describe or 
teach the use of a non-fogging translucent window as recited in amended claims 1 and 4. Applicant further argues that such a non- 
fogging window is beneficial given that the air gap of the presently claimed subject matter is essentially air-tight during the use wherein the 
air gap increases upon application of a liquid sample. This argument is noted but not found to be persuasive since the structural 
limitations of the apparatus in the claims are the same as taught in the prior art of Nelson in view of Moorman, which includes a 
transclucent window layer. Also, since Nelson teaches the same type of absorbant layers taught in applicant's specification (BIODYNE), it 
would be obvious that the air gap will increase when liquid is applied and therefore it would appear that the transclucent window layer 
would provide the benefit of non-fogging as taught in the instant claims. 
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
